Breed Progress 
Breeding high-type cows has been goal breeders all the way back 
the beginnings breed associations. One need only flip through any 
breed history book visit the National Dairy Shrine Museum see 
that, through careful breeding, have significantly changed the way 
the Guernsey cow looks compared past generations. Many claim that 
today’s cows are better than those bred whatever generation the

requires definition well, that question may left unanswered. But, 
know that today’s cows are the result breeding decisions made 
many, many breeders the name improving the breed. Most champi- 
ons and Excellent cows yesteryear would fare poorly today’s show 
ring, with its emphasis extreme dairy rib and high-wide rear udders.

The AGA Type Committee 

Each year, the National Convention, the 
AGA Type Committee meets monitor, 
and discuss improvements to, the Guernsey 
appraisal program.

Shouldn’t there more than points 
separating run-of-the-mill cow from Ex- 
cellent one? Accurately reflecting these dif- 
ferences scores also allows put more 
separation between the PTAT for great type 
bull and average one, which means get 
the results expect from bulls. 
Occasionally, the following question 
comes the Type Committee meeting: 
are making much progress for type, 
why aren’t our average scores even higher 
than they already are? The answer that 
lies the basis for our entire scoring sys- 
tem. are scoring cows spreading out 
all the available cows the population over 
the range scores available us. Armed 
with the knowledge what the most ideal 
and least functional cows the population 
might look like, try score all the rest 
them wherever they fall the spectrum 
between those two cows. have available 
all the scores from 99, but our 
effective range (the scores use regularly) 
are about 92. Yes, use numbers 
outside this range, but not very often. Al- 
though the premise the appraisal program 
still score cows how close they come 
the breed ideal, are continually rais- 
ing the bar require greater excellence and 
functional correctness order achieve 
high score. cow that easily scored VG-88 
1960 might struggle score Very Good 
today because the drastic changes the 
cow over that time period. 
Type Composites 
Last year, the AGA unveiled two new in- 
dexes that should help breeders more easily 
sort through sires when making mating 
decisions for type. These are the Udder 
and Foot Leg Composites that are now 
published with every sire summary. The 
weights put into each these indexes were 
determined the AGA Genetic Improve- 
ment Committee, the AGA Type Com- 
mittee and the AGA Board Directors. 
These composite are also included the 
type portion the PTI/CPI formula. They 
show some interesting differences among

The one thing really look forward 
when classifying seeing how young sire 
daughters are turning out. The longer 
work for Guernsey, the more look forward 
seeing these daughters and that prob- 
ably because have worked closely with the 
young sire groups sample what hope 
are the best genetics available. all 
know, bulls don’t always produce the type 
offspring that expect and this works both 
positive and negative way. always 
interesting when start seeing pattern 
the daughters certain bull, and espe- 
cially exciting when good pattern. 

Speaking patterns, over the last nine 
years have noticed dramatic change our 
breed throughout the country. When started 
with AGA, there was enormous concern about 
the decrease registration numbers, the lack 
strength and good feet and legs our cows, 
and the lack longevity. While registration 
numbers have rebounded recent years, the 
other are still very real but feel 
have made great strides correcting these 
problems. year ago made mention 
the fact that was impressed the strength 
that our cattle were showing the National 
shows. Well, this fact not only limited the 
shows. think have made vast improve- 
ment our breed producing cows that are 
well-balanced with the appropriate amount 
strength for their size. are very critical 
frail two-year-olds the appraisal program but 
don’t think see near many narrow young 
cows the breed today did when first 
started. That does not mean that our work 
done. still need concentrate keeping 
the strength our animals. Even more than 
strength, feel like udders our breed have 
really improved. the late 80’s and early 90’s 
there was push increase the production 
our Guernseys. However, doing more 
and more cows appeared way too mature with 
too much udder. Now think are getting the 
same kind production out much better ud- 
ders. Ironically bull that think really helped 
improve udders, Enhancer, also took lot 
strength out our cows. Thankfully the fol- 
lowing generations the bulls have available 
are providing strength along with great udders. 
think what trying get our breed 
has made great strides the last five years and 
seems gaining popularity and momentum 
the day. think lot that because 
are breeding cow that more commercially 
acceptable and can compete various envi- 
ronments with any other breed cattle. Our 
young cows are freshening with very good ud- 
ders and the kind strength they need last 
for long time. can continue that, 
feel our breed will increase its numbers and 


popularity the years come.
